SHE Letter figned E.O. in your 
Journal ot May 1g, feems to have 
been penn’d in a fit of the Fever, 
and to be the effeét of a diflurbed 
and heated imagination, not ful- 
ceptible of calm and fedate reafon- 
ings; for which caufe I forbear ad- 
drefling myfelf perfonally to its 
Author, "till Iam informed of his 
recovery : but, for the fake of your 
Readers in general, I fhall endeavour to exhibit briefly 
the real flate of thofe matters relating to the Qvaters, 
which E. O. has utterly mifreprefented. 

The motion, made by that people for eafe in the min- 
ner of recovering Tythes from them, was alcogether re 
gular, being by a jufl reprefentation of their grievances 
wy the Legiflacure, and an humble petition for redicls : 
a proceeding jultihable by the undoubted right of Eng- 
fith fubjects in cafe of grievances, Whetner iney be gene: 
al or particular. The matter of their couplatut and 
requeit appeared reafonable to a great majority of ine 
Hisje of Commons, and to many of the Lords; yet, 
when the Bil], which had pailed the Lower Houle in 
their favour, mifcarried in the Upper, how peaceable and 
Chriftian was their benaviour under that ditappointinest? 
No murmuring or difcontent appeared, bur a meek and 
humble fumbmiffion to the plealure of the Government! 
infull proof whereof I here tranfcribe you a paragraph 
eat of the Epiitle of General Advice from their Yearly 
Meeting in 1736, foon atter that occurrence § Watch Is 
1s follows, 

‘And, dear Friends, as we have, ever fince we were 
aPeople, maintained our Carittien teftimony againil 
« Fythes and forced Maintenance of Min:iiers, as contra} 
‘tothe nature of the Goipel Difpenfauion ; we cannot 
‘ but repeat our earneit exhortations, that Friends every 
‘where ftand fait in the liberty wherewith Curis has 
‘made them free, and beware of burdening their own

* jultify them, as Chriftians, in an aétual compliance t 
‘ the payment of them.” This way of arguing is natu- 
ral, from what they declare in the before-recited para- 
graph of their Yearly Epiftle, and I make no doubt, but 
fome of them could put the argument in a much more 
advantageous lighe than I have done ; but, as’tis, I a 
prehend, that to obviate the force of it "twill be neceffary 
to prove, that the exadion of Tythes and forced Mainte- 
nance of Minifiers now-a-days, is agreeable to the nature 
of the Gu/pe/ Dijpen/ation. This fingle point throughly 
eitablifhed and made good, both by Scripture, and folid 
reaion, would be, in my judgment, the mott probable 
means of convincing the Quakers ; for twould fap their 
very foundation refpecting 7ythes, by removing at once 
their grand feruple. But this work, one can’t expect 
will be efteéted, *ull uncert ken in earneft by men of 
fuperior judgment, cooler temper, and more calm and 
forcible realoning, thin your Correfpondent E. O. 

The Advocates for Tytdes have now generally dropt 
their ola claim vy Divine Right, having been fairly beat 
out of it, and ussble to maintain it any longer : but the 
Ple:cers tor the Clergy fin affert aclatm, which, could 
they nike good, would too fenlibly affect the property 
ot Gentlemen and Land-owners; "tis a pretended ttle 
to the tenth of their ellates. Elear the words of E. O. 
whicn [ don’t regard barely as lis, but as exprefiing the 
fentiments of others. * ‘The Laws of the land, /ay Hey, 
* which do afcertain every man’s right and property to 
‘ his eflate throughout the kingdom, give the Clergy- 
© man as firm and indi/putable a title to the tenth part, 
or the Tythes of his parith, where they have not been 
alienated, as they do the proprietors of the eflates to 
the other nine.” ‘Thus, initead of a claim to the tenth 
of the occupier’s increafe (which, at firi, was but pure 
charity to feed the reft of the poor, as well as the par- 
fon) they now plead a title to part of the proprietor’s

The other Reflections on the Yiakers, in the faid Let- 
ter, are {carce worth notice: the very charge of Deifm 
againit them difcovers a moft grofs ignorance of their 
writings, Which abound with teitimonies both to the Di- 
vinity and Humanity of Chritt. Their beliet couching the 
Returrection of the body is agreeable to the Holy Scrip-} 
(ures, in any words of which they are always ready to 
expreis it: and the only reafon I can dilcover for their 
incurring the imputation of Lerely on ihat head is, that 
they will not exchange the terms ot Scripture for thofe 
of the Partons; fome of whom, 1 am fure, have both 
taiked and writ on this fubject very unicripturally and ir- 
rattonally. 
. As to the two Sacraments, the Ovakers deny the 
; charge of contemning them, having no other than acha- 
ritabie opinion of thofe who fiiicerely and conicientiouily 
jule thea. The reafons w hy the Quakers do not ule 
jthem have been often publithed, and would take up too 
inuch room to be infested in your prefent Paper, 

J o conclude, if peaceable Subjects, and Orthodox Chri- 
frians have a nghe to favours, either ordinary or extraor- 
dinary, ina Chriftian country, the Quakers, in both thole
